S arat o g a , N. Y., May 33.—The Presby­ 
terian general assembly broke up at 5 
o'clock yesterday afternoon in confusion 
in the midst of a vote on resolutions of 
the special committee on the relations of 
young people's societies to the church. 
Resolutions had been adopted directing 
that a “ statement of relations” be sent to 
the separate societies to. be read by them, 
and reaffirming the action of the assembly 
of 1893. The former recommendation was 
reached only after a long discussion and 
under the operation of the previous ques­ 
tion. J ust at the hour of adjournment a 
motion was made to strike out the other 
recommendations of the committee and to 
discharge it. Action on this motion was 
only prevented by the abrupt announce­ 
ment of the vice moderator, Dr. Benjamin 
L. Agnew, of Philadelphia, that the hour 
of the session had expired and that the 
assembly stood adjourned. 
R e la tio n o f S o cieties to th e C h u rch . 
The most important portion of the spe­ 
cial committee's report was a statement of 
the relations between these individual so­ 
cieties ami the church in which it was as­ 
serted: 
“ This assembly recognizes as un­ 
der the jurisdiction of the church all 
young peoples’ religious organizations of 
every name which are to be found within 
its churches or composed of the members 
of its churches. * * * The assembly 
deems it unnecessary to prescribe any 
specific form of organization for individual 
societies, while it expects them to conform 
to certain acknowledged principles, both 
general and particular, as follows; 
4 h u ro h H a s 1‘a rticu la r O vern ig h t. 
“ In general these socities are to be or­ 
ganized and to work in conformity with 
the historic portion of the church as ex­ 
pressed by her standards and interpreted 
by her courts. 
The particular relations 
of all societies to the church art' sustained, 
in the first instance, to the session of a 
particular church and thence through the 
session to the ehurch-at-large. 
Each such 
society is under the immediate direction, 
control and oversight of the session of that 
church in which it is formed and that over­ 
sight is not merely general but applies to 
the constitution of the society, the sched­ 
ule of its services.the election of its officers 
and the distribution of its funds.” 
T h e V ita l Reromn» « ? » « latlon. 
It was recommended that this statement 
of relations !>»• adopti'd “as setting forth 
the sense in which the church expects her 
young people to be loyal,” and that it be 
sent to the presbyteries to be read to indi­ 
vidual societies. 
The vital recommenda­ 
tion was that the present committee be 
continued and that it be directed to get 
statistics and other information and on 
the basis of the same “to submit to the 
next assembly, if the way be clear, a plan 
bast'd on this information tfhich will 
unite our societies along the line of our 
historic views of Christian doctrine and 
worship.” 
Particular attack was made 
upon the resolution containing this pro­ 
posal, but it was carried. 
Then followed a motion to strik e out 
the remaining recommendations and to 
discharge the committee. 
Pending this 
motion the hour of adjournment arrived 
and further discussion was chok ed off. 
The project went over as unfinished busi- 
ness. 
Tlu* R e p o r t on S em in a ries O w n Over. 
The report of the committee of confer­ 
ence with the theological seminaries was 
pnt over also. 
It was reported that they 
will request to be discharged from further 
duty, but this is considered doubtful. No 
satisfactory results have been achieved in 
the effort to bring the seminaries into 
closer union with the general assembly 
and the attempt may now be abandoned. 
This report is anticipated with k een in­ 
terest. 
D e clin e d to Indorse P o lyg a m y. 
The report on the admission of polyga­ 
mous converts to lvaptism and the church 
came up on an overture from the synod of 
India, which ask ed that the decision la* 
relegated to the synod for decision in each 
case. The report of the special committee 
was presented. 
It stated that the request, 
could not he granted, and this view was 
adopted by the assembly by formal vote.

Rev. A. C. Bow dish, of .Springfield, L. 
I., preferred formal complaint against 
Bishops Fowler and Fitzgerald )>efore the 
committee on episcopacy.

in 189-1 Bishop Fowler while presiding 
over the New York conference, trans­ 
ferred him without his k nowledge or con­ 
sent from New York to the New England 
conference. He says he went to the New 
England conference, then in session, and 
that Bishop Fitzgerald 
declined to receive 
him on the ground that he already had 
more ministers than he eould us*-. 
Bowd 
ish went back to New York , but the con­ 
ference was ended and he was left, without 
occupation. He ask s for $3*0 for house 
rent and furniture. 
Bishop Fowler says 
that Bowdish wanted to go to Boston, and

church there. 
The case was referred to a 
subcom m ittee. 
There was a hot debate in the commit Us*
